"It  is  the  height  of  folly  to  sneer  at 
true  con icrvatisni,  and  stigmatize  it  as 
old-fogjish  and  slow.  Tltere  can  be  no 
progress  witliout  if,  exceptat  theexpense 
of  true  national  power  and  greatnes.*.  It 
behooves  this  people,  especially  at  thi.^ 
tiiBC,  to  cling  to  the  landmarks  which 
were  laid  down  for  us  by  our  forefath- 
ers, to  follow  in  the  path  which  they  laid 
out  for  us,  and  to  turn  not  our  faces  from 
the  goal  toward  which  they  aimed.  We 
would  be  conservative  of  tlie  liberties 
which  they  conquered  for  us,  of  the  Con- 
stitution which  they  gave  u.s,  and  the 
greatdcstiny  which  awaits  us.  We  would 
know  no  progress  to  the  one  side  or  the 
other  of  tiie  path  of  human  political  pro 
gress  which  has  been  assigned  to  this 
people;  neither  would  wc  abate  one  jot 
«r  tittle  of  the  Jirinciples  upon, which  this 
Government  was  built,  and  which  have 
underlain  its  history.  The  moment  we 
forget  this  policy  and  abandon  that  ac- 
tion, «haos  has  c«i«e  again,  and  we  drift 
back  past  the  accon^plishli'ient  of  centu- 
ries. The  Union  once  broken  can  never 
be  reconstructed.  The  Const  if  uliou  once 
abandoned  can  nevur  be  restored.  I'>n- 
thusiasin  inflamed  by  hatred  ni:iy  be  po- 
tent to  tear  down,  but  it  will  be  powerless 
to  build  up."  .  ,  ^

"The  Fenian  Brothers"— Immigration- 

This  Irish  organiz  ition,  the  avowed 
object  of  which  is  to  wrest  Ireland  from 
the  doiuinatiou  of  Great  Britain,  bids 
fair  to  Cause  considerable  dilhculty  in  the 
Roman  Catholic  Church,  not  only  in  this 
country,  but  in  Ireland  and  elsewhere. 
One  of  the  'rules  of  the  Chttrch  forbids 
any  tiieniber  of  it  from  belonging  toa  se- 
cret society,  which  the  "I'euian"  is  con- 
sidered to  be— hcrtCe,  irt  4  recent  proces- 
sion of  the  various  Catholic  societies,  in 
one  of  the  cities  of  the  West,  on  St  Pat- 
rick's day,  the  Bishop  forbid  the  Feni- 
ans from  a  taking  pia«e  in  fho  ranks. 
The  lattv;r  Ci)tise(iueutly  withdrew,  and 
had  a  procession  and  celebrafion.of  their 
own,  and' made  a  far  more  extensive  show 
and  popuhir  demonstration  than  those 
they  had  left.  In  Buffalo,  N.  Y  ,  too, 
Bishop  Titnon  announces  officially,  in  his 
organ,  the  Wiitcni  Xfw  I'ork  CulhuHc, 
that  the  "Fenian  Brothers"  caunot  march 
in  procession  with  Catholic  societies,  nor 
take  part  in  C;itholic  rites  »nd  holy  sac- 
rifices. In  Ircliind,  also,  we  lately  read 
of  a  meeting,  where  the  I'enians  were 
discarded  by  the  priests,  and  an  attempt 
was  made  to  rid  the  meeting  «f  their  pres- 
ence, which  caused  much  confusion  and 
and  no  slight  display  of  shillalchs  !  • 

It  is  not  often,  of  late  days,  that  the 
sons  of  the  Ciiurch  presume  to  take  a 
stand  against  the  old  mother — but  this 
organization  appears  to  be  in  deep  earnest 
in  the  work  they  have  undertaken,  and 
has  gotten  so  far  ahead  as  to  have  caused 
an  enquiry  in  the  British  Parliament,  in 
relation  to  its  operations,  in  which  the 
Minister  of  the  Crown  replied  declaring 
it  of  small  conseijuenoe.

It  is  common  for  captious  or  thought- 
less partisans  at  the  present  tiDie  to  ideh- 
tiry  all  political  "conservatism"  with  what 
they  call"devotion  fo  slavery."  In  point 
of  fact,  4-nd  of  theoretical  truth,  conser- 
vatism has  no  Wore  to  do  with  slavery 
than  with  a'ny  'other  institution.  Con- 
servatism in  th*  sphere  of  politics  has  no 
Fpeeial  relation  to  any  material  interast. 
It  aims  to  maintain  the  Constitution  and 
the  laws  in  respect  to  all  matters  whtit- 
ever.  It  does  not  aim  to  uphold  slavery, 
but  to  uphold  the  Constitution  and  th« 
laws  in  respect  to  slavery  as  VFcU  *s  all 
other  matters.  It  may  happen,  indeed, 
that  when  a  political  tadicalism  proposes 
to  strike  at  slavery  through  the  vitals  of 
the  Con»titutLo^,..tbe  true  o«ns«fva^Ve 
imist  resist  any  such  encrroachmeiii!  on 
the  organic  law  .of  the  laiid,  not  because 
he  seets  M  eherish  Hitvery,  bift  because 
he  seeks  to  cherish  the  Constitution  of 
h^^  countey.  -  Cooservatisra  proposes  to 
keep  good  faith  with  conscience  and  so- 
ciety by  not  arraying  the  oneagainst  the 
other,  and  by  refusitig  to  cut  adrift  frorh 
the  plain  injunctions  of  the  latter  at  the 
suggestions  of  the  foimer,  for  that  can 
never  be  an  enlightened  conscience  which 
would  break  the  hoad  of  social  ordec  &/ 
a  rash  and  impulsive  spirit  of  innovation.

The  Rebel  Prisons  of  Richmond— Gen- 
eral Neal  Dow's  Experience— The 
Plot  to  Blow  Up  Union  Prisoners  Con- 
firmed. 

Bri^.  Oen.  Neal  Dow,  who  has  just 
been  released  from  oonSneiBcnt  at  Ilic'h- 
mond,  having  been  exchanged  for  the  re- 
bel Gen.  W.  H.  F.  Lee,  delivered  an  ad- 
dress at  Portland.  Me.,  on  the  2-llh  ult., 
dcEcrihing  his  cj|)tivity.  If  v  confirmed 
all  the  reports  of  the  inhuman  treatment 
of  Union  prisoners,  st:iliiig  tli:iL  a  large 
proportion  of  the  supplies  sent  them  from 
the  North  were  stolen-by  the  rebels,  who 
had  the  military  clotliing  d"  ed  black. 
Every  prisoner  who  looked  out  of  the 
*tndows  was  shot  ^  -  One  day  a  rebel 
soldier,  who  was  inside,  was  shot  at  and 
killed  by  the  sentry.  So  angry  were  the 
rebels  at  this  iiiisljike,  that  they  tried  ve- 
ry hard  to  kilt  a  Union  soldier  too,  and 
on  several  occasions  fired  into  the  win- 
dows wh(;iiever  one  of  the  prisoners  came 
near  enough  to  be  seen.  (Jen.  Dow  gave 
the  following  confirmation  of  the  miiiint^ 
of  the  prison,  to  blow  it  up  sliould  Kil- 
patriek's  men  get  inside  tbe  city.  He 
said  : 

"On  themoniing  of  Wednesday,  March 
2d,  after  we  had  been  informed  of  the 
gunpowder  plot,  Dick  Turner,  the  In- 
spector of  Military  Prisons,  was  asked  by 
many  ofhcers  at  different  times  if  we  were 
correctly  informed,  and  he  a.^sured  us  it 
was  true;  that  a  lar'.;e  quantity  of 'pow- 
d<"r  had  been  ^il.'iced  Jlnder  the  prison  to 
blow  Ms  up,  if  Kilputrick  had  come  in, 
and  that  it  woubl  be  done  yst  it  attempts 
were  made  to  rescue  us. 

"Rev.  Dr. Smith,  Presidentof  Randolph 
.Maeon  College,  well  known  down  South, 
and  known  in  the  North,  too,  as  an  able 
and  influential  man.  came  into  the  pris- 
on to  visit  Ijt.  Col.  Nichols,  of  the  Kigh- 
teenlh  Connecticut  regiment,  <viih  wh»m 
he  was  acquainted.  lie  said  that  pow- 
der had  been  placed  in  the  basement  for 
the  purpose  of  'blowing  us  SvitO  atoms.' 
Col.  Nichols  did  not  believe  it.  Dr. 
Smith  assured  him  it  was  so.  He  had 
then  come  from  'lieoffiue  of  Judge  Ould, 
Commissioner  of  Exchanges,  who  told 
him  it  was  so.  Reverend  Pi*.  McCabe 
said  the  same  thing  to  Colonel  Cesnola, 
of  the  Fourth  New  York  cavalry,  and 
others.  Some  officers  were  in  the  ■kitch- 
en at  the  back  window,  directly  over  the 
door  leading  into  the  cellar.  Major  Tur- 
Vl'6V,  the  commandant  of  the  prisort— Diet 
Turner — and  four  or  five  rebel  officers 
went  into  the  cellcr.  and  on  coming  out 
tlicy  remained  a  few  moments  at  tbe  door, 
and  one  of  the  officers  said,  'By  (J — 
if  you  touch  thAt  off,  it  will  blow  them 

to  h  ,  sure  enoughl'  On  the  morning 

wecame  away,'Major  Tiiriierassiired  Cap- 
tain.' Sawyer  and  Flyiiii,  who  were  ex- 
changed in  connection  with  niyselC,  that 
powder  wa.-L  there,  and  he  said,  'Rather 
than  have  you  rescued,  I   would  have 

blown  you  fo  h  even  if  we  had  gone 

there  o«r!<elv<«.s.'  " 

Gctt.  Dow  also  stated  that  there  were 
many  Unioo  men  and  wonen  in  Rich- 
luiind,  whose  names  he  knew,  but  of 
course  could  not  report  theiu.  He  said 
that  until  recently  the  rebel  leaders  were 
confident  of  succe.is,  but  now  were  be- 
coming more  thoroughly  convinced  of 
the  power  and  resources  of  the  loyal 
States.  He  believed  the  next  campaign, 
ifproperly  conducted,  would  be  the  last. 
The  rebels  are  very  anxioil.s  to  get  sorte 
other  man  than  Mr.  Lincoln  elected.  1'he 
most  of  the  Southern  people  view  their 
case  as  lost,  and  are  anxiously  inquiring 
as  to  what  will  be  done  with  their  per- 
sons and  property.  They  generally  be- 
lieve that  ail  rebel  promises  to  pay  will 
be  repudiated.  (Jeneral  gloom  and  suf- 
fering pervade  the  Confederacy,  All 
branches  of  industry  are  ruined,  and  no 
able-bodied  man,  unless  provided  with  a 
special  detail,  can  serve  as  clerk  in  any 
store  or  factory.  The  negroes  Gen.  Dow 
everywhere  found  friendly  and  anxious 
to  help  the  Union  cause. 


A  January  Stag^e  Ride— An  Affeciing 
]tecident. 

A  correspondent  of  the  St.  Louis  Dem- 
ocrat gives  his  experience  in  a  trip  by 
stage  from  Sedalia  to  Springfield,  Mo., 
during  the  recent  cold  term.  The  dis- 
tance is  12U  miles,  and  the  ordinary  time 
if.  36  hours.  The  trip  occupied 50  hours. 
When  the  coach  left  Sedalia  the  ther- 
mometer stood  at  1-t  degrees  below  zero. 
The  au8erings  of  passeagers,  driv'e'rs  and 
aoiinals  were  intense.  We  extraet  a  sin- 
gle incident  of  the  trip: 

"At  the  different  hou.ses  where  we 
slopped,  and  we  stopped  at  nearly  every 
one  on  the  road,  the  inmates,  men,  women 
and  children,  were  huddled  around  the 
chimney  vomer  discussing  only  one  thing 
— the  cold.  The  second  night  out  was 
equally  as  "ftold  as  the  fir.st,  and  the  first 
was  as  cold  as  charity.  .My  conipaiiioiis 
in  the  cold  remained  with  me  uutil  eight 
o'clock  of  the  second  Vii^ht — so  the  dri- 
ver toW  m*;  for,  *tien  {  awoke  at  10 
o'clock  from  a  cold  doze,  itito  which  1 
had  fallen  about  seven,  P.  M.,  I  found 
them  gone.  I  was  not  alone,  however, 
when  the  stage  halted  at  a  house  about 
19  miles  from  Boliver,  where  a  lady  and 
child  took  passage  for  the  latter  place. 

"She  was  plainly  but  comfortably  clad, 
and  in  eonversalioB  I  found  ♦reT  po.ssess- 
ed  of  no  mean  intellect.  Slie  had  receiv- 
ed word  that  her  husband,  who  is  in  the 
army,  was  dangerously  ill  at  Boliver,  and 
thither  she  was  going.  ICvery  few  imIIcs 
we  stopped  to  warm,  and  at  each  place, 
until  within  about  five  miles  of  her  des- 
tinatiuti,  the  mother  took  the  babe,  an 
infant  of  fifteen  months,  iuto  the  different 
houses.  It  was  nearly  fonr  o'clock  in 
the  morning,  and  we  were  within  Sve 
miles  of  Boliver,  when  the  sfage  drew  up 
at  a  rude  cabin,  where  the  driver  inCorm 
ed  us  we  could  get  warm,  and  that  he 
would  not  hail  again  before  reaching  the 
town. 

"I  got  out  and  assisted  the  lady  to 
alight,  when  we  entered  the  domicile.  I 
nxilVc'ed  th:it  th'i  >^as  not  carrying  the 
child,  and  asked  her  where  it  was, '1  have 
wrapped  it  up  and  laid  it  on  the  seat,  as 
I  was  afraid  if  the  wind  blew  on  it  it 
might  catch  eold,'  was  her  reply.  I  told 
her  she  had  better  bring  it  in,  as  it  would 
certainly  freeze.  She  .^aid,  'No,  it  is 
Warm  and  will  sleep.'  We  remained  in 
the  house  half  an  hour  and  re  entered  the 
stage. — The  bahy  was  still  laying  on  the 
seat,  and  the  mother,  after->ihe  picked 
him  up,  remarked,  'He  is  asleep  yet.' 

"Not  a  whimper,  ntil  '4  cry  proceeded 
from  that  child  during  the  remainder  of 
the  trip.  The  wind  fnoaned  piteously. 
Closely  the  mother  nestled  her  babe  to 
her  bosom.  We  reached  Boliver  before 
it  was  yet  day;  cold,  chilled  almost  be- 
yond the  endurance  of  nature.  I  went 
into  the  tavern,  accompanied  by  mother 
and  child.  Walking  up  the  lalie,  the 
ttiother  said  to  me,  'Did  yott  ever  sec 
such  a  good  baby— he  hasn't  cried  to- 
night?' It  was  half  an  hour  before  th'e 
fire  was  made,  not  one  being  out  of  bt^d, 
when  we  went  in. 

"You  have  often  seen — perhi^s  you 
have  been  a  party  to  it  yourself — persons 
on  a  cold  day,  on  entering  a  room,  con- 
gregate and  remain  around  a  stove  where 
there  was  no  fire,  and,  as  is  usual  in  such 
cases,  always  the  coldest  place  in  the 
room.  So  it  was  with  us;  we  <lrew  a  chair 
to  the  cold  fireplace  and  awaited  the 
kindling,  which  in  time  followed.  The 
fire  was  lighted,  and  gnvenutits  grateful' 
offering  of  heat.  The  child  remained 
wrapped  up;  it  was  quie'.  His  moihcr 
repeated,  'He  is  asleep  yet.'

Many  portions  of  the  State,  unprotect- 
ed, are  infested  with  bands  of  roving 
f;uerrillas,  who  make  sudiien  dashes  into 
small  towns,  steal  all  they  can,  and  as  sud- 
denly disappear.  There  seems  to  be  no 
concert  of  action  among  these  several 
bandii,  but  all  of  them  seem  to  be  acting 
«n  thMT  -own  rccponsibility. 

It  seems  to  be  generally  understood 
that  a  raid  will  be  attempted  by  the  r«- 
bels  during  the  present  .xpriiig.  All  tbe 
infotmation  we  can  gather  from  rebel 
fmurces  would  lead  us  to  make  the  state- 
ment. However,  there  is  a  considerable 
military  force  in  tbe  State,  and  the  troops 
are  being  rapidly  concentrated,  and  we 
anticipate  that  the  rebel  advance  will  be 
warmly  received.

Bramlette  had 
prepared  a  proclamation  "invoking  resist- 
anee  to  the  enrolment  of  the  blacks,"  &c, 
previu«a  to  the  conciliatory  o&e  that  was 
'put  forth.  The  Kentucky  journals  deny 
the  statement  most  emphatically.  At  the 
meeting  held  in  Danville,  on2l3t  March, 
Rev.  I>r.  R.  J.  Breckinridge  made  pub- 
lie  the  fact  that  he  wa.^  called  to  Frank- 
fort to  con.sult  with  Gov.  Braiulettc  and 
some  of  the  leading  men  of  the  State  about 
the  course  to  be  pursued  in  reference  to 
the  enrolment  of  the  sl.ives  ;  that  he  heard 
the  declaration  made  by  theofficerin  com 
HtaiKi  of  the  department  of  Kentucky 
that  it  was  his  intention  to  enforce  the 
matter,  if  necessary  ;  and  that  he  had  a 
•uficient  force  at  his  coni,mand  to  accom- 
plish tbe  objact.  Dr.  B.  also  stated  that 
a  different  proclamation  to  the  one  issued 
had  been  prepared,  the  nature  of  which 
was  in  conformity  with  the  statement 
■aide  by  the  Gasette,  but  that  it  bad 
b«ea  suppressed. 

We  make  the  above  statement,  not 
from  any  desire  to  enter  into  this  contro- 
versy, but  to  Jtate  a  fact  that  is  well 
known  to  a  large  portion  ot  the  people  of 
Boyle  county,  who  were  present  at  tha 
meeting  of  the  21  st  ultim'^. 

Lieutenant  Governor  Jacob  and 
Col.  Frank  Wolford  addressed  a  large  au- 
dience of  the  citizens  of  Fayette  county, 
in  lifxinpton,  on  Saturday  last.  The 
Observer  reports  that  Col.  Jacob's  speech 
was  a  bold  and  manly  vindication  of  the 
position  of  the  truf.  not  the preli-nded  Un- 
ion men  of  Kentucky —  of  those  who  do 
not  believe  that  Mr.  Lincoln  has  any  more 
ri^jht  to  destroy  the  Constitution  than 
Jeff.  Davis  has,  and  who  are  not  at  all 
disturbed  at  the  epithet  "Copperhead" 
proceeding  from  tho.se  who  have  become 
abolitionized,  and  who  are  bending  the 
pregnant  hinges  of  the  knee  to  power 
that  thrift  may  follow.  His  eulogy  of 
(Jen.  MiClellan  was  glowing,  eloquent, 
truthful,  and  whenever  his  name  was  pro- 
nounced h  wa;s  received  with  a  shout  ot 
applause  from  the  large  audience,  that 
showed  unmistakably  the  deep  hold  which 
that  noble  patriot  and  soldier  has  upon 
the  heart*  of  the  people. 

At  the  conclusion  of  Col.  Jacob's  speech, 
Col.  Wolford  was  called  to  the  stand,  and 
spoke  for  an  hour,  lie  stni^d  thiit  he 
returned  to  Kentucky  "dittboaorably  dis- 
charged" the  service  by  the  President 
for  an  alledged  violation  of  the  '-Fifth 
Article  of  War."  He  most  emphatically 
denied  that  he  had  violated  said  article 
and  stood  prepared  to  make  good  every 
word  h«  had  ever  uttered  before  any 
tribunal  that  might  be  selected.  He  sta 
ted  that  he  was  out  of  the  service,  but 
that  if  he  was  denied  the  privilege  of 
fighting  for  his  country  in  one  place  he 
could  in  am/thrr.  Col.  W.  also  paid  a 
n«<hl«  tribute  to  Gen.  McClellan,  whom 
ho  pranouucud  the '  great  McCIcllan,"  and 
predicted  that  his  eloctiou  to  the  Presi- 
dency Was  as  sure  as  the  decrees  of  fat«. 

We  learn  that  these  distinguished 
Kentucklaos  also  spoke  to  large  audien- 
ces at  Paris,  on  Monday,  and  Versailles, 
ou  Tuesday. 


The  'War  News. 

We  have  no  startling  army  movements 
to  record  the  present  week. 

Forrest  was  at  Jackson,  Tennessee,  at 
last  accounts,  apparently  arranging  to 
travel  south.  Chalmers  is  reported  to 
have  a  considerable  force  attirund  Junc- 
tion and  Boliver.  Telegrams  s'ate  that 
Grierson's  cavalry  are  harrassing  For- 
rest's southward  march,  but  are  unable 
to  operate  with  th«  desired  effect  through 
the  abseaoe  of  Bia«y  of  th«  veterans  at 
the  >'orth.  It  is  hoped,  however,  that 
they  may  be  able  to  prevent  McCuIlough, 
who  is  on  his  way  north,  to  re-enforce 
Forrest. 

Tbe  Red  River  expedition  is  moviijg 
on  prosperoiUfly.  Three  hundred  prison- 
ers have  arrived  at  New  Orleans.  The 
83d  Ohio  was  in  the  advance  of  Bank's 
forces,  and  reached  Alexandria  on  the 
14th,  marching  170  miles  in  five  days. 
The  latter  place  was  captured  by  the 
Federal  forces  without  any  serious  oppo- 
sition. The  white  citizens  and  male 
blacks  have  gone  to  Texas. 

The  gunboat  Bragg  h.i«  established 
the  blockade  at  the  mouth  of  Red  river, 
and  none  but  Government  steamers  are 
permitted  to  enter  that  stream. 

General  Banks  is  already  organizing 
a  civil  government.  It  is  predicted  that 
Shrevej)ort  will  fall  next,  and  that  the 
enemy  will  be  driven  from  the  country 
east  of  Red  Uiver.  Tha  enemy  have 
taken  up  their  old  lines  on  Big  Black 
and  Yaroo  Rivers. 

Lieutenant  General  Grant  has  return- 
ed to  the  Army  of  the  Potomac,  accom- 
panied by  General  Sheridan,  who  is  to 
command  the  cavalry  of  that  army. 

The  reorganization  of  that  army  is 
nearly  completed.  A  telegram  from 
Washington  states,  that  the  Government 
intends  to  call  out  all  the  organized 
military  of  the  States  for  60  days,  to 
occupy  certain  fortified  points,  and  the 
district  of  Columbia  militia  to  occupy 
the  forts  around  Wa.shington,  so  that 
veterans  can  be  put  in  the  field. 

From  Knoxville  we  leurn,  that  on  the 
2d  of  April,  Gen.  Stonemuo  had  advanc- 
ed to  Bull's  Gap.  The  railroad  and 
telegraph  are  in  good  order.  The  bridges 
and  tre.-.tle-work  beyond  are  destroyed. 
No  rebel  force  has  appeared  this  side  of 
Watongo  river.  The  rebel  cavarly,  2,- 
000  strong,  are  threatening  the  railroad 
between  Loudon  and  Chattanooga,  at 
Charleston. 


|&-Judge  Advocate  Holt  and  the

The  law  providing  for  these  bond*  au- 
thorizes the  issue  of  6000,000,000  of 
them.  At  present  8200,000,000  are  of- 
fered at  five  per  cent,  per  annum — inter- 
est payable  semi  annually  on  the  ?100 
and  $50  bonds.  The  bonds  are  exempt 
from  State  and  municipal  taxation.

;  any  of  the  foregoing  years  ot  the  war. 

This  may  be  partially  owing  to  the  fact 
'\  that  the  field  of  activity  is  now  more  lim- 
I  ited  than  formerly,  that  thetorceaof  both 
I  beligerents  are  better  concentrated,  and, 
j  above  ail,  to  the  fact  that  the  valuejje.-s- 
ness  of  small,  desultory  and  indecisive 
actions  are  better  understood  now  than 
ever  before.    The  two  main  arniiesof  the 
rebels  are,  each  of  them,  composed  of  stu- 
pendous masses  of  men,  and  the  principal 
minor  armies  act  as   co  operating  forces 
with  the  main  bodies,  instead  of  independ- 
ent expeditionary   coluiniis,  a*  Ibrinerly. 
A  large  number  of  our  battles  and  fights 
ill  other  times  were  the  result  simply  of 
the  enterprise  of  one  or  other  of  the  nu- 
merous commanders  of  separate  depart- 
ments and  armies,  and  had  but  little  bear- 
ing upon  the  fundamental  operations  or 
the  grand  issueot  the  war, General  Banks 
might  fight  in  the  valley,  General  Fre- 
mont in  the  mountains,  (lencral  Burnside 
near  the  seaboard,  and  half  a  dozen  other 
(ienerals  in  tide  water  Virginia,  without 
any  direct  bearing  upon  the  work  of  t"he 
.Vruiy  of  the  Potomac,  and  without  any 
co-operation  or  unity  of  purpose.  So 
there  were  battles  in  Missouri,  Arkansas, 
Kentucky,  and  Tennessee,   which  appa- 
rently had  no  other  aim,  and  certainly 
had  no  other  effect,  than  to  show  that 
our  soldiers  would  fight  with  heroic  spir- 
it whenever  there  was  a  foe  to  confront 
then*.    Latterly  circum.stances have  made 
such  affairs  of  rare  occurrence,  and  now 
it  is  almost  impossible  that  thay  should 
ever  again  take  place.    We  have  now  a 
single  military  head  of  all  our  forces,  who, 
it  is  understood,  freely  controls  one  and 
both  of  our  great  armies,  together  with 
all  detached  military  bodies,  ami  who  will 
so  operate  the  whole  as  to  unify  their  pur- 
pose and  produce  a  comprehensive  har- 
mony of  action.    Now,  for  the  first  time, 
is  the  greatest  effort  of  the  nation's  army 
possible,  and  now,  fortunately,  we  havp 
both  of  our  great  aruiies  planted  in  posi- 
tions where  a  victory  for  either  of  them, 
worthy  of  the  name,  must  be  largely  de- 
cisive of  the  fate  of  the  Southern  Confed- 
ericy.    We  have  a  superb  position  at 
Chattanooga;  and  a   victory    over  Joe 
Johnston — though  as  yet  we  are  hardly 
prepared  to  take  advantage  of  it — a  vic- 
tory such  as  some  of  General  Grant's  pre- 
vious triumphs,  and  achieved  at  the  prop- 
er moment,  would  carry  our  Western  ar- 
my to  Atlanta,  if  not  indeed  to  Augusta, 
and  would  make  valueless  all  further  re- 
bel struggles  west  of  tbe  line  of  the  Sa- 
vannah River.    So,  again,  a  victory  over 
Lee's  army  would  now  be  a  much  more 
disastrous  matter  to  tbe  Confederacy  than 
it  would  have  been  at  any  previous  time; 
and  that  mainly  because  the  productive 
capacity  of  the  South,  as  regards  men,  is 
now  exhausted.    Were  the  Lieutenant 
(ieneral  to  break  Lee's  army  as  he  broke 
Bragg's  at  Chattanooga,  it  would  never 
be  itself  again.    It  might  reform  once 
more,  it  is  true,  on  the  south  bank  of  the 
James,  or  tbe  Roanoke.    And,  almost  to 
a  surety,  it  would.    B'or  it  would  be  an 
extraordinary  circumstance  were  an  army 
of  such  solidity  and  spirit  to  be  totally 
demolished  by  one  blow,  however  great. 
But  its  thinned  and  reelingcolumnscould 
never  more  stand  full  and  strong  as  now, 
and,  with  the  loss  of  their  capital,  their 
spirit  would  be  more  than  mortal  if  it  did 
not  begin  to  fail.    We  take  it  that  it  is 
conclusively  proved  that  th<  whole  able- 
bodied  population  of  the  South  is  now  in 


publication  of  General  McClellan's  Re- 
port. The  first  is,  that  the  Western 
Virginia  campaign,  in  which  (ieneral 
McClellan  achieved  such  perfect  success, 
was  undertaken,  carried  forward,  and 
finished  by  him  without  any  orders  ot 
any  kind  whatever  from  Washington. 
No  one  in  that  city  seemed  to  bar*  the 
slightest  concern  in  the  campaign;  no 
one  even  ordered  him  to  undertake  ii;  but 
the  (ieneral,  acting  on  his  own  respjnsi- 
bility,  went  to  Western  V^irginia,  and  on 
his  own  plans  drove  out,  captured,  or 
destroyed  one  and  another  of  the  rebel 
armies  until  he  had  rescued  the  whole 
district.  The  other  fact  is,  that  to  which 
we  have  before  alluded,  that  the  great 
campaign  in  Maryland,  resulting  in  the 
victory  at  Antietani,  was  undertaken  by 
General  M'.Clellau  on  his  owu  responsi- 
bility, conducted  by  him  without  orders 
or  interference  from  Washington,  and  re- 
sulted in  complete  success  and  glorious 
victory.  The  contrast  between  the.se 
two  camp'iigns  and  the  Peninsula  cam- 
paign, in  this  respect,  cannot  fail  to  be 
noticed.  In  the  latter  interferene  ;  was 
constant  and  persistent.  Not  only  was 
the  army  reduced  one-thiid,  but  after  it 
was  reduced  the  movements  ot  General 
McClellan  were  constantly  hampered  and 
obstructed  by  orders  from  V\  asbiiigtoo. 
The  most  minute  details  of  his  march 
were  sometimes  direfcted  by  the  "com- 
mander in  chief"  in  the  White  House. 
The  President  even  (^lls  him  to  took 
well  to  the  effect  of  the  Chickahominy 
on  his  positioni  And  McClellan  replies, 
with  his  unvarying  courteous  respect  for 
the  President,  that  the  latter  may  rest 
j  assured  he  will  not  overlook  a  stream 
which  has  already  given  the  army  so 
much  occupation!  "Stretch  your  right 
wing  to  the  north  of  Richmond,"  orders 
j  the  Secretary  of  War.  Why  don't  you 
destroy  that  railroad?  is  the  eonstaut 
'  complaining  demand  of  the  President. 
I  There  was  apparently  no  moment,  from 
the  time  he  left  Washington  till  Halleck 
ordered  him  back,  that  Gen.  McClellan 
had  permission  to  exercise  his  judgment 
or  dispose  of  the  Army  of  the  Potemac 
according  to  his  views  as  to  what  was  best. 
It  is  curious  and  instructive  to  draw  this 
contrast  between  the  campaign  in  which 
he  was  allowod  to  judge  for  himself,  and 
the  campaigns  in  which  he  was  managed 
by  the  politicians  surrounding  the  Pres- 
ident-— Journal  of  ComnKrce.

The  season  when  the  year's  campaign 
must  necessarily  open  is  rapidly  approach- 
ing, and  there  is  all  likelihood  thatit  will 
be  a  very  decisive  one  for  tbe  enemy.  It 
is  well  th.it  the  energies  of  our  army  and 
the  lives  of  our  men  have  not  been  wast- 
ed of  late  in  small  desultory  and  unprofit- 
able efforts.

Spotted  Fever. 

'  This  terrible  disease  is  raging  ia  many 
parts  of  the  ouuntry.  As  yet,  it  has  been 
found  aimost  a  matter  of  impossibility  to 
bring  it  uader  the  control  of  medical 
treatment.  Any  suggestions  in  regard 
to  its  nature  and  treatment  should  be 
brought  to  light  through  the  publi* 
journals;  therefore  we  give  placa  to  the 
following  article  ttum  the  Louisville 
Democrat; 

"I  propose  to  offef  «  f«w  suggestions 
on  the  nature  and  ttealment  of  a  malig- 
nant disease,  whrcH  is  known  by  the 
above  name,  in  some  sections  of  this  and  { 
adjoining  St»te».  It  has  thus  far  been 
attended  with  a  fatality  which  (in  pro- 
portion to  the  number  of  victims  seized)  1 
has  only  been  equaled  during  the  first  ' 
visitation  of  the  cholera  scourge  to  this  j 
country.  A  well-fjunded  terror  and 
gloom  pervades  the  communities  in  which 
this  formidable  plague  has  made  its  ad- 
vent, especially  in  the  Wabash  and 
(Jreen  river  valleys,  where  it  has  proved 
almost  uniformly  fatal.  I  have  selecieJ 
yourjourna',  .Messrs.  Editors,  as  a  medi- 
um lor  giving  publicity  to  a  few  plain, 
practical  views  in  regard  to  this  disease, 
because  a  dissertation  in  a  medical  peri- 
odical (which  is  the  moat  proper  place 
for  a  regular  tho-'i-'i  would  not  subserve 
my  purpose.     I  :o  circulate,  as 

widely  as^  possi.  ...n  ug,  the  people,.^ 
knowledge  of  the  means  which  1  consci- 
entiously believe  will  rob  this  hitherto 
frightful  malady  of  many  of  its  terrors. 

Much  difference  of  opinion  prevails  a- 
raong  professionals  in  regard  to  what  in 
medical  parlance  is  called  the  "diagnosis" 
of  this  diisease.  The  want  of  success  in 
its  management  is  no  doubt  to  be  attribu- 
ted to  this  diversity  of  opinion.  It  is 
called  in  some  places  "■Cfrel>ro  tpinal- 
iWtncnyetit."  a  formidable  term,  which 
means  an  affection  of  the  membranes  of 
the  brain  and  fpinal  cord.  "Spotted 
Fever,"  "Congestion  of  the  brain,"  "Ma- 
ligaant  Typhus,"  Ac,,  are  among  the 
appellations  it  has  received,  according  to 
the  peculiar  views  of  practitioners. 

I  hope  I  may  not  incur  the  charge  of 
a  violation  of  any  rule  of  niedicil  elliics, 
or  of  offensive  dogmatism,  in  the  brief 
declaration  that  the  disease  in  question 
is  simply  a  more  than  ordinarily  malig- 
nant type  of  tho  old  malarious  disease, 
well  known  in  the  South  and  West  under 
the  name  of  "Cungitttve  Chillt." 

■  In  my  opinion  the  modifications  and 
rapid  fatality  which  attehd  this  new 
phase  of  the  eld  complaint  when  not 
met  by  prompt  and  judicious  means  of 
resistance,  arise  from  a  peculiar  tendency 
to  congestion  of  the  source  of  vitality  in 
human  organism — the  brain  and  its  ap- 
pendages. 

1  offer  this  declaration  with  a  lively 
consciousness  of  my  own  fallibility,  but 
with  a  profound  conviction  of  its  truth, 
and  confidently  submit  it  to  the  test  of 
practical  application.  No  doubt  others 
have  formed  this  opinion,  and  the  few 
cases  of  succcssliii  termination  have  oc- 
curred where  a  rational  and  vigorous 
mode  of  treatrueiit  has  been  adopted 
founded  upon  this  view.

PREVENTION. 

In  localities  where  the  disease  has  ap- 
peared every  inhabitant  should  adopt  at 
once  means  to  promote  vigorous  health, 
so  that  if  the  enemy  approaches  the  cit- 
adel he  will  find  it  too  well  fortified  for 
admission.  Fatigue,  intemperance  in 
eating  or  drinking,  prolonged  exposure 
in  eliilly  atmospheres,  irregular  living 
and  m'glu  air,  are  all  invitations  to  the 
att  ick.  If  I  were  sole  owner  of  a  life 
insurance  company  I  would  lake  risks 
freely  in  infected  neighborhoods,  if  the 
above  causes  arc  sedulously  avoided,  and 
if  a  tablespoonful  of  the  following  tonic 
be  taken  three  timas  daily: 

Peruvian  bark,  one  ounce; 

Calumbo  root,  one  ounce; 

Turkey  rhubarb,  half  ounce. 
Put  in  a  quart  of  pure  whisky,  aad  use 
as  above  directed.  The 

riTRATlVE  TB.EAT.MENT, 

to  be  successful,  must  be  adopted  at  the 
very  outset  of  the  di.sease.  It  has  few 
premonitery  symptoms,  sometime  none 
that  are  recognizable  by  any  other  man 
than  a  medical  observer,  but  when  recog- 
nized, then  is  the  acceptod  time.  Head- 
ache, chilliness,  cold  extremities,  and 
nausea,  generally  herald  the  approach  of 
the  attack.  When  it  proceeds  to  mental 
confusion,  delirium,  or  slight  mania,  the 
peril  becomes  extreme.  The  enemy 
must  be  met  at  the  threshhold.  Put  the 
patient's  limbs,  up  to  the  knees,  rn  water 
made  as  hot  as  can  be  borne  without 
scalding,  with  plenty  of  mustard  stirred 
in  it.  Surround  him  with  hot  bricks, 
bottles  filled  with  hot  water,  and  abun- 
dance of  blankets,  and  give  him  to  drink 
freely  of  warm  toddy,  in  which  may  be 
dropped  a  little  camphor  and  laudanum, 
if  severe  nausea  supervenes.  Apply  a 
strong  mustard  poultice,  spread  on  nar- 
row strip,  the  entire  length  of  the  spine. 
Apply  mustard,  oraomc powerful  liniment 
over  the  region  of  the  stomach.  If  the 
slightest  brain  symptoms  are  present, 
pour  cold  water  on  the  head,  and  send 
for  a  physician,  who  will  be  willing  to 
cup  or  leech  freely  from  the  templet  and 
nape  of  tite  neck,  while  pursuing  the 
seemingly  coutradictory  system  of  high 
stimulation.  Complications  sometimes 
arise  where  the  vital  powers  are  failing 
under  the  depressing  influences  of  ma- 
larious poisons,  while  at  the  same  time 
some  organ  essential  to  life,  which  is 
becoming  rapidly  disorganized  from  the 
effects  of  congestion,  calls  loudly  for  top- 
ical relief.  Local  depletion  and  general 
stimulation  are  then  applicable.  If  these 
means  produce  reaction,  the  period  for 
the  exhibition  of  antiperiodics  and  other 
remedies  arrives.  Quinine  and  opium 
are  now  the  sheet-anchors.  The  admin- 
istration of  such  remedies,  however,  is 
essentially  the  province  of  the  physician 
and  ample  time  must  have  elapsed  to 
secure  his  presence. 

The  disease  sometimes  destroys  life  in 
a  few  hours,  if  allowed  to  proceed  un- 
checked. In  the  country,  where  medi- 
cal attendance  cannot  be  had  promptly, 
it  is  well  to  know  what  to  do  in  the 
limited  time  of  grace. 

If  the  above  will  prove  beneficial  to 
[  communities  which  this  fell  destroyer 
■  has  shrouded  in  gloom  and  mourning — if 
a  single  life  will  have  been  preserved  by
